CONSTANTINOPLE, Set. 25.—[LEx- 
elusive Dispatch. Political sagacity is 
unable to make headway against na- 
tionalist passion in the Italo-Turkish 
war. Ottoman statesmen of the first 
order know that Turkey's interests 
dictate a prompt recognition of the 
loss of Tripolt and a’ definite effort to 
Secure the status quo in the Balkan 
Peninsula, but the hotheads about the 
government and the highly incensed 
mood of the people prevent action. 

While the danger of terrible events 
increases daily, the Committee of 
Union and Progress has forced the 
government to levy a duty of 100 per 
cent. on all Italian goods. It may fol- 
low up this victory by reopening the 
question of the expulsion of tens of 


in Turkey. Compelling the govern- 
ment to yield to such action certainly 
would bring the Italian fleet into 
Turkish waters and might lead the 
Balkan nationalists to strike the Turks 
victoriously. 

MILITARY RIGOROUSNESS. 
Military and police measures in the 
capital have been taken with an eve 
to threatered disturbances and the as- 
sembling of crowds is rigorously pre- 
vented. The Russo-Turkish frontier 
is the scene of the constant unrest. The 
Kurds are aNeged to be making prepa- 
rations to massacre Armenians, and 
Russia is accused of distributing arms 
and money among the former. Blood 
has been shed at Adana, but the exact 
nature of the conflict is not known 
here. 

Prominent. members of the Young 
Turk party say the war is only begin- 
ning. They declare .that Turkey is 
without friends in Europe and that 
hence it is absolved from consideration 
of diplomacy. “We supposed Ger- 
many was our friend,” said an excited 
‘Young Turk. 

GRATEFUL TO AMERICANS. 

Khamil Bey and Talaat Bey, both 
former Ministers of the Interior, said 
that Turkey was grateful for American 
sympathy in the hour of difficulty and 
that the committee would strongly 
promote American enterprises in this 
country. An American railway proj- 
ect which has been promoted here 
would be presented to Parliament, they 
said, and would receive the support of 
all parties.

The four officers at once let 
fire, two with shotguns loaded with 
buckshot, one with a revolver and the 
other with a rifle. The horse dropped 
upon the side to which Garcia was

TEACHES SOCIALISTS HOW TO

How Reds Behaved When They 
Got Control of City Government 
and Ran Things to Suit Them- 
selves—Cheered for His Intima- 
tions That Los Angeles Will Have 
Similar Reign of Class.

FAST TRAIN 
JS PLANNED. 


St. Louis to Los Angeles, on 
Santa Fe System. 


November. 


Provides a Pacific Coast Out- 


A new transcontinental passenger 
train service between St. Louis and 
Memphis and Los Angeles will go into 
effect November 12, the first train be- 
ing scheduled to arrive at the Santa 
Fe passenger station here at 8:45 a.m. 
November 16. The first return train 
will leave at 5 p.m., the same day. 
Both trains will be operated thereafter 
on a daily schedule. . 

The new train will have a connec- 
tion with New Orleans and will de 
run over the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco tracks by way of Springfield,” 
Mo., connecting with the Santa Fe 
tracks at Avard, Okla., from which 
point it will run over the Belen cut- 
off on the Santa Fe to a connection 
with the main line of the Santa Fe 
west of Albuquerque, thenée westward 
over the Santa Fe tracks to Los An- 
geles. Besides furnishing a direct route 
for the lines traversed by the Frisco 
system between Kansas City, St. Louis, 
Memphis, New Orleans and intermedi- 
ate points to Los Angeles, the new 
train will furnish facilities for the 
carrying of passengers, mail and ex- 
press from points on the Belen cut- 
off between Avard and Albuquerque,. 
which line has not deen used for 
through passenger service since it was 
built several years ago, the Santa Fe 
continuing to route its through pas- 
senger trains over the former main 
line of the system by way of La Junta. 

The direct effect of the new service 
will be to give the Frisco raitroad 
with its 7000 miles of track gridiron- 
ing Illinois, Kansas, Missouri, Arkan- 
sas, Louisiana and Texas, a through 
route to the Pacific Coast, which 
service will be continued over the 
Santa Fe tracks for the western part 
of the journey until the Frisco carries 
out its announced purpose of building 
its own line from Quanah, Tex., to 
Los Angeles. 

No arrangements have been made 
as yet for the establishment of a pas- 
senger agency of the Frisco system 
here. This will probably be done next 
month after Alex Hilton, passenger 
traffic manager of the system, visits 
Los Angeles. ; 

Last June the Frisco entered into 
a traffic agreement with the Santa Fe 
for the operation of through traffic 
to the Pacific Coast. Freight service 
was begun immediately and the pas- 
senger service will be begun next 
month. ae 

W. B. Biddle, third vice-president 
of the Frisco, who was in Los Angeles, 
said that the company had en do- 
ing a good freight business since 
June, and that it was expected that a 
heavy passenger trafle would be the 
result of the new through service.

FIRE DAMAGES MINE, 

[Special Correspdndence of The Times.} 

GLOBE (Arts.) Oct. 21.—Damage 
estimated at $100,000 was done yes- 
terday by fire in the Kingdon shaft of 
the O14 Dominion mine at Globe. As 
is usual, & string of blasts was set by 
the miners as they were leaving the 
stopes at 3 a.m. for their 
When the miners returned they found 
that fire had been communicated by 
the biasts to drift timbers on the 
twelfth level and that the shaft tim- 
bers already had caught, 
reaching to the very collar of the 
shaft. In order to save the cage 
from destruction, it was cut loose and 

ropped to the bottom, while the 

lectric hoist was dragged away from 

its place. Water in immense quanti- 
ties was turned into the ventilating 
pipes. Within a few hours the fire 
was extinguished by the steam thus 
created. |

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A’S MINERAL PRODUCTS. 

The last report of the California State 
Mining Bureau states that the value of the 
mineral products of the State for the year 
was $82,972,209. 


There was produced $20,237,780 in gold, 


$144,897 in lead, $10,400 in platinum, $174 in 
iron ore and $75 in manganese, making a 
total production of metals of $29,962,560. 
The production of petroleum was of the 
value of $32,395,812, of which Kern county 
supplied $12,565,246, Fresno county $9,243,- 
976, Santa Barbara county $4,064,282, Los 
Angeles county $3,516,192, Orange county 
$2,690,709 and the counties of Ventura, San- 
ta Clara and San Luis Obispo together 8315, 
408. When the Panama Canal shall be cont 
pleted all the crude petroleum not needed 
for use in the vicinity of its production or 
in San Francisco, the bay counties and the 
northern coast, will be piped to San Pedro 
or Redondo to be refined for use in South- 
ern California and for shipment to ‘the 
Orient. 


The production of cement was $4,969,437, | 
of gypsum $138,176, of brick and pottery | 


clay $3,525,396, and of glass sand, fuller's 
earth and infusorial earth $3500, making a 
total of this class of products of $8,669,411. 

The production of macadam was $1,636,- 
125, of rubblestone $1,071,701, of limestone 
and lime $997,745, of granite $376,884, of 
marble $238,400, of paving blocks $199,803, 
of magnesite, sandstone, slate and soap- 
stone $145,550, making a total of this class 
of product of $4,666,208.

The gald production was greater than it 
has been in any year since 1864. Gold and 
silver were mined in thirty-three counties. 
Los Angeles county produced but $864 in 
gold, no copper or lead and only $2 in sil- 
ver. But she produced $4,029,162 in petro- 
leum and asphalt, and her share of the total 
mineral productions of the State amounted 
to $5,565,413, or about one-fifteenth of the 
entire metal production. 

The small production of coal accentuates 
the necessity of the development of the coal 
veins of Alaska. Lead in vast quantities 
exists in central and southern Nevada, and 
there are said to be vast deposits of iron 
ore In Baja California.

MONEY DISTRIBUTED AND HELD 
GOOD BY UNCLE 8AM. 


— 


Postofice Department Orders Dis- 
tribution of Half the Receipts 
Taken in Through the New Bank- 
ing Department of the Government 
Service—Cash Remains Here. | 


In accordance with instructions re- 
ceived from the Postoffice Department, 
Postmaster W. H. Harrison yesterday 
made deposits of funds received by 
the postal savings bank department 
in the banks that had been desig- 
nated as depositories, as. follows: 
Equitable Savings, $9000; Merchants’ 
Bank and Trust Company, 110,500; 
Los Angeles Trust, $9000; A 
Savings, $7600; All Night and Day 
Bank, $5250. 

This is a total amount placed on 
deposit of $41,260, just about half of 
the money that the postmaster has 
in his possession. The deposits, how- 
ever, cover all that the various banks 
can receive under the security so far 
furnished, and if they desire any 
more it will be necessary to increase 
the ‘security. 

Under the law any bank organized 
under the State or national laws can 
qualify as depositories for the postal, 
bank funds. It is the opinion of the 
officials connected with the local 
postal savings bank that 90 per cent. 
of the money so far deposited by hun- 
dreds of ditizens of Los Angeles was 
not taken from any bank to place in 
trust with the government, but in- 
cludes new deposits entirely. The 
money is now in banks, but its se- 
curity is furnighed by the faith of the 
national government. ;
